“BOAT LOST! HAMS ASSIST ON WATERWAY NET”’ 
By Ray Burbank, N4CXK 

At about 8:10 AM EDT Monday morning, Memorial Day 1980, I 
checked into the Water Way Net on 7268 looking for NSCYE/MM2 or 
WB4QKZ/C6A. Net control replied that “Ed has lost his boat!. In 
shock I asked her to repeat. It was sadly confirmed, BUT thank 
God all were safe with no injuries and Ed, N4CYE was down on 7258 
KHz. Quickly I QSY’d and listened in on his QSO with K4JZE. 

Memorial Day weekend is a traditional weekend for many area 
yachtsmen to go over to Bimini. N4CYE, Ed Merrill and his XYL 
N4CZP, Daisey had invited WB4QKZ, Bill Garlough to go along 
with them and their children on the 35’ Morgan sloop. Ed had 2M 
FM gear and a TS120s on board. Bill was anxious to try both of them 
from Bahamian waters. 

They left Ed’s QTH T hursday night and traveled down the inter- 
coastal to the yacht club in Miami. Bill talked everyone’s ear off on 
the AMCOR repeater that night (144.61/145.21). The Water Way Net 
frequency was to be used for contacts either way if the 2M didn’t 
make it. It seems all went well until Sunday, May 25. Eq, his wife 
Daisey, their children and Bill had sailed the boat out of Gun Cay 


that morning with a fleet of 8 boats heading for Bimini harbor. . 


Dade and Broward counties had experienced severe thunderstorms 
that ;morning and line of storms hit them about noon time just off 
of Turtle Rocks. Sustained winds were 60 mph and gusts to 75 mph. 
They tried to get the sails down in time, but the 150 percent Genoa 
sail caught and they were unable to get it down in the high winds 
and seas. The motor couldn’t override its forceful effect. Realizing 
they were going into the rocks, they kept cool heads. After hitting 
they all huddled in the boat’s cockpit and protected the children. 
They had to hold on for nearly an hour before a 25’ dive boat could 
get close enough to get them. Two divers came over and helped the 
children to safety and then the others. Thank God, they were all 
safe without a scratch, just cold, wet and probably in shock. The 
boat broke up into several pieces and all was lost. Bill came out of it 
_ with just his swim shorts, gym shoes and shirt on his back. Later 
~ his camera was recovered but needs repair. 

The intensity of the storm front was great enough to knock out all 
regular communications between Bimini and the States. Ed and his

it?). Fortunately its owner had a TS120S on board. Since regular 
communications were out, Ed made contacct with local Florida

Editor: 

As a followup to the article on the dangers connected with the use of some transformer 
oils, the following may be of interest to your readers. 

Having been put out of action for two weeks by a part failure, I decided to take ad- 
vantage of this by painting the shack. Having moved the operating table away from the 
back wall, I clewaned up the rats nest of hay wire that comes from adding new equipment 
now and then. In doing so I moved the dummy load that had not been moved for some 
time. I found that the piece of untempered masonite on which the dummuy load was sit- 
ting was saturated with transformer oil. 

I dumped out the oil into another container, washed out the container with gasoline and 
then soldered the bottom seal to the sides. I assumed that the leak was at this point. When 
I filled the container with water, the water streamed out through a number of pin holes. I 
then obtained a new paint can, sprayed the bottom with several layers of insulating 
lacquer, and reassembled the load, (which will help, I hope). 

If not detected for along period of time, this could create a very serious hazard. In- 
cidently , this was not a Heath Kit item.

“OPERATION TELESITE”’ 
By WB4ESB 

After a prolonged series of harrasSing and/or interference phone 
calls to the unlisted numbers of the control of the WB4ESB SIRA 
Repeater (97.88), a Hialeah amateur, Armando M. Rodriguez, with 
Advanced Class license WD4F PY, was convicted on May 8, 1980, of 
placing the anonymous, unauthorized and illegal telephone calls. 

WD4FPY was sentenced to 6 months probation, $250 fine and 
court costs by Judge Gerald J. Klein, of the County Court of the 11th 
Judicial Circuit of Florida. 

The disruptive telephone calls plagued the WB4ESB/R, 
147.900/300, since early last year, although the telephone’s numbers 
supposed to be ‘‘private or unpublished’. Southern Bell security 
personnel was alerted and an investigation began Oct. 4 thru Oct. 
31. 

SIRA’s technical committee gathered enough information before 
and during the ‘‘Operation Telesite’’. According with their internal 
classified report, more amateurs from Dade County are involved. 

Florida statutes do not contemplate any other laws to protect the 
\commercial or amateur radio communications. The Florida Public 
‘Service Commission also participates in the enforcing and com- 
pliance of the secrecy related with the subscribers unlisted phones. 
The sophisticated call-tracing gear installed and managed by 
Southern Bell security personnel, revealed an outrageous number 
of calls originated from WD4FPY’s telephone number and other 
suspect’s numbers. Security and Technical experts from Southern 
Bell, and WA4ZZG, WD4JTE and WA4TCE, lead the prosecution 
witnesses in the State of Florida case No. 80-53185 vs. Armando M. 
Rodriguez, WD4FPY. 

FCC Rules and Regulations 97.125 and/or U.S. Title 18. Section 
1362, may be applicable in this interference’‘case suffered by 
SIRA’s members and visiting colleagues. The records wil] reflect 
that the suspects’ actions were clear, deliberate and flagrant, and 
beclouded the basis and purposes of the Amateur Radio Service.

TRIPLE HONOR FOR BUD WAITE W2ZK 
Washington, D. C. May Ist... A Floridian, A. H. “Bud” 
waite, W2ZK, formerly of Mass. and N.J., now of Venice, 
Florida was triply honored here tonight. A descendent of 
37 revolutionary ancestors in New England, and veteran of 
twenty three Arctic and antarctic expeditions over a period 
1933 to 1964, he was guest of honor at annual banquet of 
the International Antarctican Society in the executive dining 
room of the national Academy of Science. There, having 
briefly exhibited 47 year-old pictures of the ‘“‘Rescue of 
Admiral Byrd” from his ordeal in the winter-night of 1934 
that led to the best-seller “ALONE.” Waite, the sole surviv- 
ing member of the rescue party, received many verbal tri- 
butes from old shipmates that included a three minute ex- 
pression of gratitude from the Admiral’s nephew, Senator 
“Harry” Btrd, (D-VA). 

Thence, the hundred odd members removed to the 
auditorium of the Acamedmy, where with others, they heard 
Waite receive further accolade from the President. Dr. Paul 
Dalrymple, the former director of America’s Antarctic Re- 
search, Dr. Albert Crary, and the speaker of the evening, Dr. 
Charles Bentley (Univ. of Wisconsin) who praised Waite for 
his origination of the radio technique for measuring deep 
ice, now used by nine nations in sounding ice up to 14000 
feet thick. Bentley, world leader in things Olaciological & 
Geophysical, as pertains to the 5,500,000 square mile ant- 
arctic ice cover, while proving with maps and charts that 
contrary to recent rumor there is no, repeat no, immediate 
danger to Washington or Florida being flooded with melt- 
water from Antarctic ice, stated Waite was first in radio 
sounding in 1958, first in measuring radio-wave propagation 
through ice, and first to fly the new technique, before 1960, 
comparing the Waite technique to the older sound-wave 
seismic method of blasting gunpowder for each depth measu- 
ement as a “seaman using a lowered hand-lead for every 
sounding compared to the continuous automatic sonar depth 
charts considered normal by every ship on the oceans today”. 

Wait’s third high momert came from Dr. Morton Taylor 
of the United States Antarctic Research program, who in- 
formed the 78 year-old veteran that ‘‘while ‘Cape Waite’ 
had been named for him in 1960, for his part in the rescue 
of the ‘“‘Admiral,’ the committee on geographical names has 
now made him the proud possessor of five islands, 100 miles 
northwestward of his cape, to be known henceforth as the 
“Waite Islands.” 

A big night for the old man, who now spends his re- 
maining days operating his amateur radio station W2ZK and 
in diving for ancient fossils in the waters off Venice, Fla. 

Bud will be the featured speaker at the National QCWA 
Convention in Orlando, Oct. 31, Friday and Nov. 1, Saturday. 
Hope you can be there to hear Bud’s most interesting talk.

Please read the following & 
spread the, word to all concerned. Ed.) 
Dear Mr. Lazowska: 

This is in response to your letter of Feb. (25, 1980 to 
Mr. Benjamin Perez of my staff requesting clarification of 
our letter of Feb. 5, 1980, relating to amateur radio oper- 
ations on pleasure craft. The specific issue on which you 
apparently seek clarification involves a very basic matter of 
jurisdiction: that is whether an FCC amateur license is re- 
quired for the operation amateur stations aboard vessels of 
U.S. registery, including pleasure craft. 


The strictures of the Communications Act are very 
clear and unequivocal on this point. Section 301 of the 
Act 47 United States Code S301, states in pertinent part. 

No person shall use or operate any apparatus for 

the transmission of energy or communications or 

signals by radio ...(e) upon any vessel ... of the 

United States;... except under and in accordance 

with this Act and with a license in that behalf 

granted under the provisions of this Act. 

Section 301 is wholly consistant with the International 
Radio Regulations wherein Article 18 Si provides: 


No transmitting station may be established or operat- 
ed by a private person or by an enterprise without a 
license issued by the government of the country to 
which the station in questions is subject. 12 U.S.T. 
2525, T.I.A.S. No. 4893. 


Indeed, in a landmark judicial decision the FCC sought 
and obtained a mandatory injunction against the operation 
of a radio transmitter aboard a U.S. vessel even though 
such operation has alledged to be outside of U.S. territorial 
waters because the operator did not possess an FCC license. 
See United States V. McIntire 365°’ F. Supp. 618 (D.N.J. 
1973). The FCC could have also proceeded criminally 
against the operator under 47 United States Code $501. 
And, monetory forfeiture (up to $2000 for each violation, 
but not in excess of $5000.) is also provided for under 
Section 503 of the Communications Act (P.L. 95-234, Feb. 
21, 1978) for violations of the Communications Act, In- 
cluding unlicensed operation in violation of Section 301. 

Hence it is established that an FCC amateur license 
is required for the operation of a station on non-govern- 
ment vessels registered in the United States. In addition, 
a U. S. licensee is expected to comply with the pertinent 
statutes, rules and regulations of the relevant foreign radio 
authority when operating within the territorial jurisdiction 
of the country. Such compliance may involve, of course, 
the securance of the requisite license or permit from the 
oreign authority to operate in the foreign territory where 
operation is contemplated.

_ While we regret any misunderstanding which may have 
arisen by virtue of our previous letter, we do note that 
nothing enunciated herein is inconsistent with that letter 
which was intended to reply only to the specific circumst- 
ances set forth by you in your initial inquiry.
